Trevor said he was unable-to give 
details of the glot since all records 


bearing on it were in government files.

The informant said that he had been 
asked to join with the conspirators 
and that a quantity of explosives was 
stored on the premises of the East 
Side lodging house, where the con- 
spirators lived.

I believe that registration of 
aliens is almost as necessary in peace 
time as it is in war.”
